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MEDICAL  OFFICER’S  REPORT 

For  the  Year  ended  December  31st,  1909. 


To  the  Members  and  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee . 

Sir  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the  Borough. 

POPULATION. 

The  difficulties  in  estimating  the  population  increase  the  further 
we  are  removed  from  the  last  Census.  The  Registrar  General  bases  his 
estimate  of  a  district  upon  the  assumption  that  the  population  is 
increasing  at  the  same  ratio  as  during  the  decade  previous  to  the  last 
Census.  This  method  gives  the  present  population  of  the  Borough  as 
81814.  This  figure  is  much  too  high  for  an  industrial  town  such  as  this 
where  there  has  been  a  long  period  of  commercial  depression. 

The  increase  of  births  over  deaths  during  1908  was  1,110,  but 
this  increase  is  probably  counterbalanced  by  emigration  in  search  of 
work  to  the  Colonies  or  elsewhere.  That  there  has  been  no  actual 
increase  in  the  population  is  confirmed  by  the  statistics  relating  to 
unoccupied  houses  and  by  the  number  of  deaths  and  births  being  either 
stationary  or  decreasing.  For  the  purposes  of  this  report  the  population 
remains  the  same  as  last  year,  71,147.

BIRTHS. 


The  total  number  of  births  registered  in  1909  was  1915,  of  which 
982  were  males  and  933  females.  This  is  equivalent  to  a  birth-rate  of 
26.9  per  thousand  inhabitants.  This  establishes  the  now  annual  lowest 
record. 


There  were  73  illegitimate  children  born,  being  an  average  of  38 
per  1,000  births. 

The  average  birth-rate  of  the  seventy-six  great  English  towns 
was  25.7. 


A  comparison  with  the  ten  previous  years  shows  the  progressive

A  progressive  decrease  in  the  birth-rate  is  a  phenomenon  occuring 
amongst  the  most  highly  civilised  European  nations,  and  the  higher 
the  culture  the  lower  the  birth-rate.  History  shows  that  all  States  are 
subject  to  the  inexorable  natural  laws  of  development  and  growth,  high 
culture  and  decadence.  The  present  progressive  decrease  may  be  only 
a  temporary  incident  in  the  life  of  the  nation,  but  it  is  certainly  a 
phenomenon  of  great  significance. 
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DEATHS. 

During  the  year  948  deaths  of  residents  have  been  registered.  Of 
this  number  102  have  died  in  the  Workhouse,  21  in  the  Cameron 
Hospital,  7  in  the  Hartlepool  Hospital,  and  2  in  the  Victoria  Homes. 

All  have  been  classified  in  the  Wards  from  which  they  came.

The  death-rate  is  13.8  per  thousand  per  annum,  about  the  same  as 
last  year. 

The  death-rate  of  the  76  great  towns  was  14.7,  and  for  the  whole 
of  England  and  Wales  was  14.5.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

By  Infantile  Mortality  is  meant  the  number  of  deaths  occurring 
under  one  year  of  age,  and  the  rate  is  calculated,  not  according  to 
population,  but  to  the  number  of  births  registered  in  the  year. 


Owing  to  prematurity  and  defects  at  birth,  the  infant  mortality 
is  always  high  relatively  to  other  ages.  At  the  same  time  the  rate  is  a 
good  guide  to  the  sanitation  of  a  town  and  the  conditions  of  living. 

Infants  are  particularly  liable  to  diarrhoeal  diseases  due  to  con¬ 
tamination  of  their  food  in  unclean  houses  or  from  middens.  Ordinary 
house  flies  are  the  chief  agency  by  which  the  germs  are  carried  to  food, 
and  in  the  season  they  are  always  to  be  found  swarming  in  dirty  houses. 
Flies  emerge  fully  grown  from  the  maggot  stage  of  their  existence,  and 
although  they  have  a  decided  preference  for  dirt,  they  also  invade  clean 
houses  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  stables  and  middens  where  they 
breed.  Where  these  conditions  prevail,  the  windows  should  be  screened 
during  the  fly  season. 
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The  following  is  a  good  and  cheap  liquid  fly  poison  to  be  placed 
in  shallow  dishes  : — 

One  dram  of  Bichromate  of  Potash  dissolved  in  two  ounces 
of  water  sweetened  with  plenty  of  sugar. 

To  quickly  clear  a  room  of  flies  burn  Py rethrum  Powder,  or  blow 
powdered  Black  Flag  into  the  air  of  the  room  with  a  powder  blower. 
The  stunned  flies  should  then  be  gathered  up  and  burnt. 

Long  tubed  feeding  bottles,  commonly  known  as  death  traps,  are 
a  fruitful  source  of  infantile  mortality,  and  their  sale  should  be  made 
illegal. 

The  infantile  mortality  was  108  per  thousand  births  registered. 
Notwithstanding  that  there  were  20  deaths  under  one  year  of  age  from 
Measles,  this  is  the  lowest  on  record.  The  diminution  in  the  rate  is 
doubtless  mainly  due  to  the  cold  and  wet  summer,  but  to  some  extent 
at  any  rate  to  the  increasing  knowledge  amongst  the  poor  as  to  the 
proper  method  of  rearing  infants. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

There  were  892  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified.

SCARLET  FEVER. 

This  fever  was  present  throughout  the  year,  and  reached  its 
height  in  December.  The  exceeding  mildness  of  the  epidemic  is  indi¬ 
cated  by  there  being  only  five  deaths  in  299  cases  notified. 
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Ninety-five  cases  were  treated  in  the  Port  Sanitary  Infections 
Diseases’  Hospital.  These  were  almost  all  cases  where  the  patient 
came  from  houses  with  large  families,  or  could  not  otherwise  be  suitably 
isolated  at  home. 

Medical  opinion  inclined  at  one  time  to  the  belief  that  effective 
Hospital  isolation  would  greatly  diminish  or  even  ultimately  exterminate 
this  “  preventive  disease,”  but  notwithstanding  the  greatest  efforts  in 
many  large  towns  in  this  direction,  epidemics  recur  as  periodically  and 
spread  as  widely  as  ever  before.  If  future  epidemics  are  as  mild  as 
those  of  the  last  fifteen  years  or  more,  it  should  be  considered  whether 
sanitary  authorities  are  not  concentrating  their  attention  too  closely  on 
Scarlet  Fever,  and  too  little  on  such  serious  diseases  as  Measles  and 
Whooping  Cough.  In  the  Borough  the  5  deaths  from  a  wide-spread 
epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever  contrasted  with  95  deaths  from  Measles.  The 
steps  taken  by  this  department  on  receiving  a  notification  of  Scarlet 
Fever,  or  other  notifiable  infectious  disease,  are  to  at  once  notify  the 
Secretary  of  the  Education  Department  and  the  Librarian,  and  also  the 
employers  where  anybody  from  the  house  is  engaged  in  an  office,  shop, 
etc.  The  person  so  engaged  has  either  to  cease  work  or  go  into 
lodgings  ;  or  the  affected  person  has  to  be  sent  to  the  Hospital.  The 
house  is  visited  by  a  member  of  the  staff,  and  the  premises  examined 
and  reported  upon  enquiries  as  to  the  possible  source  of  the  infection 
are  made,  and  printed  instructions  are  left.  At  a  later  date  the  infected 
rooms  are  fumigated  and  clothing  sent  to  the  steam  disinfector.  The 
Librarian  and  School  authorities  are  then  again  notified. 

There  is  a  good  deal  of  misconception  as  to  the  duration  of 
infection  in  this  disease.  The  popular  idea  that  infection  remains  as 
long  as  there  is  any  peeling  of  the  skin  is  now  happily  about  exploded.  The 
infection  lies  chiefly  in  the  throat  and  nose.  It  has  been  found  in  all 
fever  hospitals  that  a  percentage  — averaging  about  three  per  cent. — of  the 
discharged  cases  apparently  free  from  infection,  on  their  return  home 
infect  other  members  of  the  households. 

The  great  majority  of  these  cases  when  investigated  have  been 
found  to  have  been  detained  longer  than  the  average  time  in  hospital. 
Late  desquamation  is  now  quite  disregarded  in  the  large  City  Hospital 
in  Edinburgh.  At  Huddersfield  by  reducing  the  stay  in  hospital  from 
an  average  of  44  days  to  an  average  of  29  days,  not  only  has  much 
money  been  saved,  but  the  number  of  “  return  cases  ”  has  actually 
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diminished.  Reports  from  Leicester  and  Southampton  are  also  in 
favour  of  what  may  be  called  the  new  system. 

I  recommend  that  cases  sent  from  here  to  the  Port  Sanitary 
Hospital  should  not  be  detained  longer  than  four  weeks  solely  on 
account  of  the  presence  of  desquamation. 

In  private  houses,  the  patient  who  generally  has  been  ill  for  only 
a  day  or  two,  and  perhaps  very  slightly,  is  as  a  rule  cooped  up  in  one 
room  till  every  particle  of  loose  skin  has  become  detached.  This  takes 
about  six  weeks  or  more,  and  it  is  not  surprising,  when  it  is  considered 
that  a  child  is  bereft  of  sunshine  and  fresh  air  for  all  that  time,  that  it 
suffers  a  good  deal  more  from  the  imprisonment  than  from  the  Scarlet 
Fever.  I  think  this  department  should  do  nothing  to  prevent  children 
moving  freely  about,  whether  desquamating  or  not,  provided  they  have 
been  isolated  for  four  weeks,  and  have  no  discharge  from  the  mouth  or 
nose. 

Another  point  to  be  considered  in  connection  with  this  disease  is 
the  use  of  disinfectants.  The  presence  of  a  strong  smelling  disinfectant 
such  as  carbolic  acid  in  or  near  a  sick  room  is  certainly  not  good  for  the 
patient,  and  its  value  otherwise  extremely  problematical.  Attention 
should  rather  be  drawn  to  the  certain  value  of  efficient  ventilation  and 
strict  cleanliness,  than  to  doubtful  and  nasty  smelling  disinfectants. 

MEASLES. 

An  epidemic  of  Measles  commenced  late  in  the  year  1908,  and 
raged  during  the  first  four  months  of  1909.  It  was  responsible  for  no 
less  than  95  deaths. 

Compulsory  notification  of  this  disease  in  other  towns  has  not 
been  followed  by  diminution  of  its  prevalence,  part  of  the  responsibility  of 
the  failure  being  said  to  be  due  to  the  difficulty  of  getting  parents  to 
notify.  Parents  whilst  almost  invariably  seeking  medical  advice  in 
even  the  mildest  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  underestimate  the  serious 
nature  of  Measles,  and  often  only  call  in  a  doctor  when  a  severe  com¬ 
plication  has  arisen.  It  should  be  more  widely  known  amongst  the 
public  that  the  danger  of  this  disease  lies  in  the  complications — 
Bronchitis  and  Broncho-pneumonia — and  that  the  best  way  of  obviating 
these  complications  is  immediate  isolation  in  a  warm  room  of  even 
temperature  day  and  night. 
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WHOOPING  COUGH. 

There  were  nine  deaths  from  Whooping  Cough,  mostly  occurring 
towards  the  end  of  the  year.  This  complaint  is  very  difficult  to  treat 
from  a  sanitary  point  of  view.  Isolation  is  out  of  the  question,  as  it 
may  last  many  months  or  even  a  year,  furthermore  fresh  air  and 
sunshine  are  the  only  cure. 


ERYSIPELAS. 

Twenty-four  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Notification  of  this  disease  is  in  my  opinion  a  useless  formality.

For  Year  ending  81st  December,  1909. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
operations  and  work  done  in  the  Sanitary  Department  for  the  year 
ending  December  81st,  1909. 

The  17  notices  standing  over  from  last  year  have  all  been 
complied  with. 

As  in  former  years  it  will  be  observed  that  a  much  larger  number 
of  nuisances  are  reported  as  compared  with  the  notices  served,  there 
being,  invariably  two  or  three  nuisances  described  on  one  form. 
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During  the  year,  685  informal  notices  have  been  served  for  the 
abatement  of  967  nuisances,  several  of  them  not  having  received  atten¬ 
tion,  79  formal  notices  had  to  be  served  as  resolved  by  you  for  their 
abatement. 

Ten  notices  are  standing  over,  the  work  not  being  completed.

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WATER  SAMPLES. 

TWO  samples  of  well  water  analysed. 

One  sample  of  Company’s  water  analysed. 

The  samples  of  well  water  were  certified  to  be  polluted  and  quite 
unfit  for  drinking  purposes. 

Upon  notices  being  served  upon  the  owners,  the  said  wells  were 
closed  and  filled  in,  and  the  Company’s  water  laid  on. 

The  sample  of  Company’s  water  was  certified  good  and  wholesome 
quality  for  drinking  purposes. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

The  registered  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  Borough  of  which 
we  have  eight,  have  been  frequently  visited  and  found  in  good  order  and 
in  a  clean  condition  generally. 

Circular  letters  have  been  sent  to  Common  Lodging  House 
Keepers,  drawing  their  attention  to  the  new  regulations  under  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1907. 

REGISTERED  HOUSES  LET  IN  LODGINGS. 

Frequent  visits  have  to  be  made  to  these  houses,  and  as  the 
tenants  are  constantly  changing  they  necessarily  require  much  attention 
to  obviate  overcrowding  or  uncleanliness. 

There  are  11  registered. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

There  are  128  Milkshops,  34  Purveyors,  and  9  Cowsheds,  which 
have  been  systematically  inspected  and  found  in  a  good  and  clean 
condition  generally. 

Notices  were  served  upon  three  of  the  occupiers  of  Cowsheds  to 
oleanse  and  limewash  same.  Also  notice  was  served  upon  the  owner  of 
one  of  the  Cowsheds  to  provide  a  proper  supply  of  water  for  the  use  of 
the  cattle. 

The  work  in  each  case  was  carried  out  satisfactorily. 

FRUIT  INSPECTION. 

The  same  particular  attention  has  been  given  as  in  previous  years 
at  the  Steam  Navigation  Warehouse,  to  the  inspection  of  fruit  dis¬ 
charged  from  the  Hamburg  Boats.

HOUSES  FUMIGATED. 

Beds,  Bedding,  and  all  other  articles  likely  to  retain  infection, 
have  been  removed  from  803  bouses  to  the  Corporation  Disinfecting 
Chambers,  and  815  rooms  have  been  fumigated  in  303  houses. 

Notices  and  instructions  were  left  at  each  house.  Disinfectants 
and  lime  were  given  free,  and  brushes  lent  to  the  poor  for  the  cleansing 
of  their  houses  and  premises.

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SCAVENGING. 

It  is  my  pleasing  duty  to  report  that  the  Contractor  for  the 
Borough  has  carried  out  his  work  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  few 
complaints  have  been  made  in  regard  to  neglect,  and  they  upon  being 
investigated  were  found  not  to  be  the  fault  of  the  Scavenger,  but  the 
heedlessness  of  the  occupiers  in  not  keeping  the  hoppers  clear.  Each 
case  was  dealt  with  as  the  circumstances  demanded. 

Several  foul  privies  and  ashpits  have  been  converted  into  water 
closets,  and  dry  ash  bins  provided  for  the  house  refuse  with  proper 
hoppers  or  sheets.

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PUBLIC  HEALTH  (TUBERCULOSIS)  REGULATIONS. 

These  Regulations  came  into  force  on  January  1st,  1909. 

The  cases  notified  consist  of  poor  persons  who  have  sought  relief 
from  the  Poor  Law  Authorities,  and  who  have  been  found  to  be  suffering 
from  Phthisis  or  Tubercular  disease  of  the  lungs. 

82  cases  have  been  notified  by  the  Poor  Law  Medical  Officers. 
On  receipt  of  the  notification,  the  home  of  the  patient  is  visited  by  a 
member  of  the  sanitary  staff,  and  a  card  of  instructions  is  read  over  and 
explained  to  them.  Enquiries  are  made  as  to  the  occupation  of  the 
patient  and  whether  any  cases  of  Phthisis  or  other  Tubercular  disease 
have  occured  in  the  family  before.  The  premises  are  inspected  and  any 
overcrowding  or  uncleanliness  noted.  In  one  instance  overcrowding 
was  found  to  exist,  and  in  three  instances  the  premises  were  very  dirty. 
In  the  case  of  the  overcrowding,  husband,  wife,  and  two  young  children 
lived  and  slept  in  one  room.  The  patient  (the  wife)  died,  and  the  body 
was  kept  in  the  room  with  the  children  playing  about  until  the  fourth 
day,  w7hen  we  were  acquainted  with  the  case.  We  secured  immediate 
burial  of  the  corpse.  It  was  the  intention  of  the  relatives  to  bury  on 
the  sixth  day. 

These  enquires  have  been  made  in  as  tactful  a  manner  as  possible, 
and  the  Inspectors  have  always  been  well  received. 

In  five  of  the  cases  notified  the  patients  had  been  removed  to  the 
workhouse,  or  had  left  the  town  before  enquiries  could  be  made.  The 
occupations  followed  by  the  remaining  27  patients  previous  to  illness, 
were  as  follows : — five  housewives,  three  soldiers  on  Indian  service,  two 
blacksmiths’  strikers,  two  children  ;  and  one  each  of  the  following  : — 
paper  pulp  boiler,  cutter  of  timber  bark,  smelter,  bricklayer,  plater’s 
helper,  carpenter,  timekeeper,  shoemaker,  draper’s  assistant,  labourer, 
servant,  rivetter,  fried  fish  dealer,  egg  pickier,  and  furnaceman. 

In  all  cases  when  the  disease  ended  fatally,  or  when  the  patient 
left  the  house,  disinfection  of  the  rooms  and  bedding  was  offered  by  the 
Health  Department. 


Disinfection  was  carried  out  in  19  instances. 
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PRECAUTIONS  FOR  PERSONS  SUFFERING  FROM  PHTHISIS 

(Consumption). 

Phthisis  is  spread  chiefly  by  inhaling  the  expectoration  (spit)  of 
patients,  which  has  been  allowed  to  become  dry  and  float  about  the 
room  as  dust. 

Do  not  spit  unless  into  receptacles ,  the  contents  of  which  are  to  be 
destroyed  before  they  beco?ne  dry.  If  this  simple  precaution  be  taken , 
there  is  practically  no  danger  of  affecting  others  with  the  disease. 

The  breath  of  consumptives  is  free  from  infection. 

The  sufferer  from  Phthisis  should  attend  to  the  following  Rules  : 

1.  Expectoration  indoors  should  be  received  into  small  paper  bags  and 

afterwards  burnt,  or  into  a  bowl,  to  be  frequently  washed  out  with 
boiling  water. 

2.  Expectoration  out  of  doors  should  be  received  into  a  suitable  bottle, 

or  into  several  folds  of  newspaper,  to  be  burnt  as  soon  as  possible. 

8.  Rooms,  especially  bedrooms,  occupied  by  consumptive  persons  should 
be  regularly  cleansed  with  a  da?np  duster,  and  the  floors  swept  after 
having  first  sprinkled  with  wet  tea  leaves. 

Dry  dusting  or  sweeping  should  never  be  employed. 

4.  Sunlight  and  fresh  air  are  the  best  disinfectants  for  the  rooms. 
Plenty  of  fresh  air  and  sunlight  will  also  frequently  cure  the  patient 
of  his  complaint.  Patients  should  sleep  with  the  bedroom  window 
open,  a  screen  being  arranged,  if  necessary,  to  prevent  direct 
draught. 

Intemperance,  stuffy  rooms,  or  rooms  that  are  not  regularly  wet 
cleansed,  favour  the  spread  of  consumption. 

DERATED  WATER  MANUFACTORIES,  &c. 

During  the  summer  months  a  special  inspection  was  made  of  all 
the  aerated  water  manufactories  and  similar  premises  where  cleanliness 
in  the  preparation  of  these  beverages  is  so  very  necessary. 

Particular  attention  was  paid  to  the  method  adopted  in  each  case 
for  cleansing  the  bottles,  stoppers,  storage  and  wTashing  tanks,  in 
addition  to  the  general  cleanliness  of  the  premises. 
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The  method  of  cleansing  the  bottles  is  as  follows  — The  dirty 
bottles  are  placed  in  a  large  tank  of  hot  or  cold  water  to  soak,  then  they 
are  washed  inside  and  out  by  means  of  mechanically  driven  brushes, 
(except  in  four  instances  where  the  brushing  is  done  by  hand),  each 
bottle  is  then  thoroughly  rinsed  out,  with  a  water  jet  at  full  pressure 
from  the  mains.  The  stoppers  are  scrubbed  and  rinsed  with  clean 
water. 


In  eight  cases  wood  tanks,  and  in  three  cases  galvanised  iron 
tanks  are  used  for  washing  the  bottles  in. 

In  all  cases  metal  tanks  should  be  used,  as  being  non-absorbent 
they  do  not  harbour  dirt  and  can  be  more  readily  cleaned  out. 

In  most  cases  the  water  in  the  bottle  washing  tanks  is  changed 
several  times  a  day,  but  in  one  it  was  admitted  the  water  was  only 
changed  twice  a  week. 

The  wrater  supply  to  these  factories  is  obtained  from  the  Water 
Company,  except  in  one  case  in  which  it  is  derived  from  a  deep  well. 
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FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT,  1901. 

Report  071  the  Administration  of  this  Act  in  the  County  Borough 
of  West  Hartlepool  for  the  Year  1909.

Domestic  Workshops  consist  of  private  houses  where  the 
members  of  the  family  regularly  exercise  manual  labour  to  gain  the 
chief  means  of  living. 

These  workshops  have  been  found  to  be  kept  in  a  fairly  satis¬ 
factory  condition. 

WORKPLACES.  13  visits  have  been  made  and  no  cause  for  com¬ 
plaint  found. 

OUTWORKERS.  There  are  17  firms  in  the  Borough  who  employ 
Outworkers.  Many  of  these  are  employed  by  more  than  one  firm,  the 
number  of  Outwork  Contractors  being  12  and  the  number  of  individual 
Outworkers  15.  They  are  engaged  in  the  following  trades  : —

19  inspections  have  been  made  of  Outworkers’  premises,  and  no 
contravention  of  the  Act  has  been  found. 

BAKEHOUSES.  There  are  41  Bakehouses  on  the  Register,  and  of 
these  7  are  underground,  of  which  two  are  at  present  unoccupied. 

These  have  been  frequently  inspected,  and  it  has  only  been 
necessary  to  serve  two  notices  where  breaches  of  the  special  sanitary 
regulations  have  occurred.
